An Ordinance to provide for he transfer and resting of 

the undertaking of the Oil and Natural Gas Commission 
to and in the Oil and Natural Gas Corporation Limited , 
a company incorporated under the Companies Act , 1956 , 
and for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto 
and also to repeal the Oil and Natur. I Gas Commission 
Act, 1959 . 

WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1 ) 
of article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate 
th following Ordinance :--- 

1. (1) This Ordinance may be called the Oil and Natural Gas Commission 
( Transfer of Undertaking and Repeal) Ordinance , 1993 . 

(2) It shall come into force at once . 
2 . In this Ordinance , unless the context otherwise requires - - 

(a ) " appointed day " means such date as the Central Governmentmay , 
by potification in the Official Gazette, appoint under section 3;

3. On such date as the Central Government may , by notification in the 
Official Gazette appoint, the undertaking of the Commission shall stand trans 
ferred to , and vest in , the Corporation .

4 . (1 ) On and from the appointed day , the entire capital of the Commis 
sion shall , by virtue of this Ordinance , stand vested in the Corporation . 
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(2 ) The--undertaking of the Commission which is transferred to , and which 
vests in the Corporation under section 3 shall be deemed to include all assets , 
rights, powers, authorities and privileges and all properties, movable and im 
movable , real and personal, corporeal or incorporeal, in possession or reser 
vation , present or contingent of whatever nature and wheresoever situato in 
cluding lands, buildings, works , workshops, vehicles , oil rigs , oil platforms, 
cash balances, deposits, foreign currencies , roserves , reserve funds or any other 
investments , securities , tenancios : leases and book debts and all other right and 
interests arising out of such properties as were immediately before the appoint 
ed day in the ownership , possession or power of the Commission in relation 
to its undertaking, whether within or outside India , alt books of aceount and 
registers, records and documents relating thereto and shall also be deemed to 
include all liabilities and obligations of whatever kind , within or outside India 
of the Commission in relation to its undertaking subsisting immediately before 
the appointed day . 

(3) All contracts, deeds, bonds, guarantees , powers of attorney, other instru 
ments and working arrangements subsisting immediately before the appointed 
day and affecting the Commission shall cease to have effzct or to he enforceable 
against the Commission and shall be of as full force and effect 
against or in favour of the Corporation and enforceable as fully and effectually 
as if , instead of the Commission , the Corporation had been named therein or 
had been a party thereto, 

(4 ) Any proceeding or cause of action pending or existing immediately 
before the appointed day by or against thre Commission , in relation to its under 
taking may , as from the appointed day, be continued and enforced by or 
against the Corporation as it might have been enfored by or against the Com 
mission , if this Ordinance had not been promulgated , and shall cease to be en 
forceable by or against the Commission , 

5 . With effect from the appointed - day , all licences - leases, conces 
sions , permits , quotas, benefits , privileges and exemptions granted to the 
Commission in connection with the affairs of the Commission under any 
law for the time being in force , shall be deemed to have been granted 
to the Corporation .

6 (1 ) Where any exemption from , or any assessment with respect 
to , any tax has been granted or made or any benefit by way of set off

(2 ) Where any payment made by the Commission is exempt from

( 3) The transfer and vesting of the undertaking or any part thereof 

in terms of section 3 shall not be construed as a transfer within the

7. Any guarantee given for or in favour of the Commission with 
respect of any loan or lease finance or other assistance shall continue to 
be oprrative in relation to the Corporation . 

8 . (1 ) Every officer or other employee of the Commission ( except 
a member or the chairman ) serving in its employment immediately 
before the appointed day shall, in so far as such officer or other employee 
is employed in connection with the undertaking which has vested in the 
Corporation by virtue of this Ordinance , become, as from the appointed 
day , an officer or , as the case may be , other employee of the Corporation 
and shall hold his office or service therein by the same tenure, at the 
same remuneration , upon the same terms and conditions, with the same 
obligations and with the same rights and privileges as to leave . passage , 
insurance , superannuation scheme, provident fund, other funds, retire 
ment, pension , gratuity and other benefits as he would have held under 
the Commission if its undertaking had not vested in the Corporation and 
shall continue to do so as an officer or other employee of the Corporation 
or until the expiry of a period of one year from the appointed day if 
such officer or other emplovee opts not to be the officer or other employee 
of the Corporation within such period . 

(2 ) Where an officer or other employee of the Commission opts 
under sub -section ( 1) not to be in the employment or service nf the 
Corporation such officer or other employee shall be deemed to have 
resigned 

( 3) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Industrial Disnutes 
14 of 1947 Act. 1947 or in any oher law for the time being in force , the transfer of 

the services of any officer or other employee of the Commission to the 
Corporation shall not entitle such officer or other employee to any com 
pensation under this Ordinance or under any other law for the time being 
in force and no such claim shall be entertained by any court, tribunal 
or other authority . 

(4 ) The officers and other employees who have retired before the 
appointed day from the service of the Commission and are entitled to 
any benefits , rights or privileges shall be entitled to receive the same 
benefits, ļights or privileges from the Corporation . 

(5 ) The trusts of the provident fund , gratuity fund or the superan 
nuation scheme of the Commission and any other bodies created for the 
welfare of officers or other employees shall continue to discharge their 
functions in the Corporation as was being done hitherto in the Commis 
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sion and any tax exemption granted to the provident fund , gratuity 
Aund and superannuation scheme or any other bodies created for the 
Welfare of officers or other employees would continue to be applied to 
the Corporation . . 

(6 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Ordinance or in the 
Companies Act, 1956 or in any other law for the time being in force or in the 
regulations of the Commission , no member or chairman of the Commis 
sion shal be entitled to any compensation against the Commission or the 
Corporation for the loss of office or for the premature termination of 
any contract of management entered into by him with the Commission . 

9 . ( 1 ) For the purposes of ascertaining the availablity of any oil 
or natural gas , the Central Government may , on the request being made 
by the Corporation , authorise any officer or employee of the Corpora 
tion by general or special order 

(a ) to enter and inspect any land ; 
(b ) to survey and take measurements of any such land ; 

( c ) to dig holes or perform any other functions for the pur 
poses of measuring or prospecting for the availability of oil and 
natural gas; and

possession or power of any person having the control of or connected 
with any such land and place marks of identification thereon and

(2) Every Tule made under this Ordinance shall be laid, as soon as 
may be after it is made before each house of Parliament, while 
in session for a total period of thirty days which may be comprised in 
one session or in two or more successive sessions, and if, before the ex 
piry of the session immédiately following the session or the successive 
sessions aforesaid , both Hourses agree in making any modification in the 
rule or both Houses agree that the rule should not be made, the rule 
shall thereafter have eftect only in such modified form or be of no effect, 
as the case may be ; so , however, that any such modification or annulment 
shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done 
under the rule .
